Englond, although, nocordiog to our latent 
telegrams, not so intoneo as it bad i)rovioual_\ 
bocn, bus boon productive of much loatncd 
disquisition with regard to tho oauso uiul 
ours of tha dooimatiog digoasc. Air. AMnatt, 
writing to the London Times, roprc- 
dacea the theor; which has of late obtaiocd 
amoDg Boientifio men that the iaarease or do^ 
crease of that conatiluoot of our otmospbcro, ox- 
ygon in a highly elaotro^negativo state, called 
ozono,affoct8 very materially the public boaltli. 
It bas been for somo lime considered ibai 
. inSaenza and diseases of such character arc 
to be attributed to the presence in the at- 
mosphere of an andue qaantity of ozone, and 
that opidomiog such as cholera and typhoid 
- favor arc to bo attributod to its rarity. Mr. 
Allnatt says that in 1855 at Strasbourg llie 
ioTaeioa of cholera coincided with a period 
of nntozoDO, and the deolino of tbo 
epldeniio was accompanied by the return of 
ozone. Protoi-oarbnrot of hydrogen is the 
vehicle which contains and distributes tho 
poisonous germ or leaven of cholera; but Ibis 
element is at once destroyed by tbo conibi- 
nalion of ozone with the oarbonnallcd hydros 
gen. Tbo scientific gcatleman, therefore, 
sooeludes that the most elFeotaal way to stay 
the raTDges of each epidemics as tho cholera 
ia to increase the quantity of ozono in the 
boBpltala or the sick rooms. This factitiou.s 
alinoephoro, ho assorts " can be produced 
with facility, modified as occasion requires, 
and a notable quantity maintained in every 
inhabited place within an aSijoted district 
dnriog a dearth of elemental ozone." It is a 
great step in medical ecior.co to reduce the 
most formidable disease with which mankind 
is inflicted, down to a condition in tbo at- 
mospboro which oiui bo aoted upon reniodi 
ally by a chemical combiualion. How many 
dreaded visitations may be awaiting 
future experiments with this important but 
very recently discovered quality, which foriu j 
in its normal state but one teu'-tbousniHlili 
part of the air we broalbo". If raised to a 
two-thousandlh part it v.ill kill siuall hiuld 
and cause death in the huin!^u family by .suf-. 
focation. So powerfal an slcmont will be 
come in tho futnro a great weapon in tbe 
war which tho phyaioian is called upon t 
wage against disease ; and yet powerful na 
it is lor good or ill, itd manufacture ig butli 
cheap and simple. A piece of pbosphoius 
half an inch long carefully aoraped and put 
. into a two-quart bottle, with water to half 
"^flovei ibo phosphorus, will produoo iQ five or 
six boors a-Uij&QioQl qaantity for all practical 
purposes. 

If .Mr. Allnatt's theory prove in its practical 
application correct, and from previous scien- 
titio experiments in ozone there ia everything 
to iiope 80 the most important disoovery in 
medical sbience during tbe present century 
has been made, Simultaoooaai howevor, 
with the publication of this gentleman's 
theory, a well-known doctor in London of ihc 
naino of (Chapman puts forward auotbcr re- 
medy which lio niaintaina ii an cfl'ectiial 
OQQ for cholera and cvoii diarrhcea. 'I'lifl 
doctor publishes a pamphlet on Iho ques- 
tion, which gives bis own and other medical 
nieo's recent experience in bad oases of 
English cholera. His remedy is to apply an 
India-rubber bag full ol ice "next to the 
skin, along the conlral line of tlic back, let- 
ting it oxteiid from tbo nape of tbo nock to 
the lower part of the hollow of the back.'' 
If feverish synaptoma set in after the reac- 
tion ia prodnocd, warm water bags are np» 
plied. Whether tho much-droadcd cholera 
will visit tho Pacific Coast or not, ii ia 
well that we should be in possassico of the 
most recent medical tbeories and soientifio 
results.

It is understood that tho contract fur 
carrying a moDlhly mail botweon Now York 
and Rio Janeiro. Brazil, calling at St. 
Thomas, Peroambuoo and Uahia, which was 
let lo the Now York and Brazilian St?aiii- 
Bhip Company, will go into operation on ihe 
29th of tbe present month. 

The contract waj a compromise between 
the Spanish house of Asencio & Oo. and that 
of 0. K. Garrison, of this city, each house 
owning one-half. 

Congress at its lost session granted a " oon- 
ditiooal sabsidy " of $150,000, to be paid an- 
nually for ten years for carrying a monthly' 
mail to Brazil, provided that Goveroment 
would pay a like sum. 

This the Emperor ogreod lo do, and Ihe 
Postmaster Uonortrl, in pursuance of tho law 
of Congress, advertised lor proposals lor 
building ships of not less than two thousand 
tons burthen to mako monthly trips between 
tho pons obovo mentioned. With a tiow ol 
starting the lino at onoo. which could not be 
done in less than one year if new ships woru 
lo ba built, one ot the first cUbs ships ol the 
Atlantic Mail Steamship Company will be 
despatched monthly until new ships are built. 

These two lines — ono lo Brazil, the other 
to Ubifia and Japan and tbo Sandwich 
Islands — are, pstbaps, the most important, 
on some accounts, ever establisucd by tho 
United Slates Government. 

Both of those lines are coming into con- 
tact with two of tbe most powerful steam 
lines in tha world — lines that have been in 
aoccessful operation twenty-fivQ years each, 
tbe Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, and 
tbe PeolDsolar and Oriental Steam Naviga< 
tion Company; These lines have thoir head- 
quarters at Southampton, Knglard, running 
weekly and nemi-monthly lo the West India 
Islands, Brazil, Uio Janeiro, River Plate, and 
other .South American ports. 

Tho Royal Moil Company's ships touch at 
(Vspinwall, whioh ia tho only Amorioaii port 
these ships call at whoro thero aro .Vmericau 
steamers. 

From St. Thomas, which \i to bo the prin- 
cipal stopping place for the Brazilian steam- 
ers, ten difToranl radiating linos of the lluyal 
Mail lino to Mexico, Central America, tho 
Spanish Main, .!^o., keep np a continual com- 
miinicatiou. 

In July, 18C3, the oompany owned two 
hundred and tweoty«eight steamers, making 
weekly and semi-monthly trips ; dislnnoe run, 
11,402 milei ; subsidy, $1,350,000, being $'J 
lOo. per mile; posta^te receipts, $534.52.'>— 
total miles lun, 647,296. 

The above is one of the monster lines 
which have monopolized tbe West India, 
Central and South American tiado for the 
hist Iwenly-fivo years, which tho Urazilian 
mail lino will come into cnntaol with. 

The pthorlino which oontrols the trade uf 
the whole Eastern world is the I'eniin-ular 
and Oriontal .Steam Navigation Company. 
Starling from Southampton, these sliipscoin- 
municalo with all tho principal ports in the 
Eastern world. 

In July, 18(j.'!, the oompany owned 86 ships, 
aggregate tonnage, 12),7ir). Tho distance 
Iheso ships run Is 22,112 miles, making a 
grand total of 818, 7U1 miles annually. 

At the twentieth annual meeting of tho 
company, held in London, Ueeember .'), 1880, 
among other things it was stated that tbe 
expenditore for coal tbe last year bad been 
$4,2SO,000 ; tliat tbo reoaiptsof the company 
were 912,750,000; expenses, 912,235,000; 
mail sabsidy, Sa,qqO.QOO. 

Tho man subsidy of this lino when first 
started, in 1810, was 8.5 per milo.

Tbo trade of thin in.iiister monopoly is lo 
ho broken into by an American line of 
slcamors, running between Sao i''raiiciRco 
and Hong Kong, China, ljuohing at llono- 
lulu, Sandwich Islands, and Kanagawa, 
Japan. 

Tho Paoifio Mail Company have conlroctod 
lo build four nrat-class side-wheel steamer.^ 
of from l,riOO lo d.OOO tons euoli, to riiii 
mouthly botwoen the ports abovo named.
